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have to be approved and so really there Is no hurry for that 
and so I was thinking about the same thing on this. However, 
since I proposed this motion, I have been alerted that there 
will be a judge going off of the commission or his term will 
be up in June and so if we strike this emergency clause we 
perhaps will delay him from receiving a raise, or if there 
is a new appointment, why the new appointment would not be 
able to receive a raise, and this might present a problem.
And so with those remarks, I am asking unanimous consent to 
withdraw this motion.
SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion is the Hefner amendment to 188.
Any further discussion? Do you want to close on your amend­
ment, Senator Hefner?
SENATOR HEFNER: Mr. Speaker, I move that my motion be
unanimously withdrawn. I want to withdraw that motion.
SPEAKER MARVEL: Any objection? Okay, so ordered.
CLERK: I have nothing further on the bill, Mr. President.
SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator Nichol, do you want to advance the
bill? Okay, I am sorry. Senator Kilgarin.
SENATOR KILGARIN: I move we advance LB 188 to E & R for
engrossment.
SPEAKER MARVEL: All in favor of that motion say aye, opposed
no. Motion carried. Bill is advanced. Now, 188A.
CLERK: Mr. President, on LB 188A, Senator Nichol has an
amendment.
SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator Nichol. 188A.
SENATOR NICHOL: Mr. Chairman, members of the Legislature,
this merely reduces the amount of the fiscal note on 1 8 8a 
since it was amended down at the General Fi1rt and this 
reduces the amount of money to $180,000 ins ead of $200,000.
SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion is the___
SENATOR NICHOL: Mr. Chairman, I should correct that. It
was from $200 a day down to $180 a day so that would reduce 
the fiscal amount of the bill. So I move for the adoption 
of this amendment.
SPEAKER MARVEL: All those in favor of the Nichol amendment
to LB 188A vote aye, opposed vote no. Have you all voted?
